PERFECTION? 


Editorial perfection! I’m just crazy about 
your longer stories policy in Death Rat- 
tle, and the results of it as presented in this 
first issue. Y our editorial summarizes what 
I feel about the science fiction-horror comics 
genre. 

With other books in this genre, | do 
what every comics reader does with stories 
of this type: Í skip ahead and read the last 
panel. It doesn't ruin the stories and it cer- 
tainly isn’t proof that I or other readers are 
judging stories by their twists alone. The 
reason any sensible reader would do this 
is to spare himself from being exposed yet 
again to one of the idiot done-to-death 
cliche’s of science fiction comics. 

Reading the last panel of any of the 
stories in the first issue of Death Rattle 
leads one back to the beginning of the story 
to read it, actually read it, panel by panel. 

In almost every other SF or horror story, 
this would be redundant, because when 
you've read the last panel of one of those, 
you know the whole story. 

Characterization is essential to good 
writing. You can't get believable 
characterization and a twist ending into a 
story that's eight pages or less. Therefore, 
one or the other has to go—and guess 
which one that always is. 


Thanks for putting writing back among 
the pretty pictures of the comic book short 
story form. 

As for the art, it would be going over- 
board to say you’ve set new standards here. 

What I think you have achieved is to 
match the heightened expectations comics 
fans have acquired after five years of hav- 
ing stunning visuals hurled at them. And 
you've gone one better and given us good 
stories.
